The 
face was crushed; around the waist was a rope to 
which a heavy stone was attached; the wrists bore 
marks of cords, and a bit of lace, torn from a skirt, was 
tied tightly enough about the neck to have caused 
strangulation.

Helen Jewett 
was the Nanon of her day. If the stories that are told 
of her are true she was the most beautiful woman of 
the first half of the Nineteenth century. She attended

After a few months Robinson wearied of her, and she 
became insanely jealous. On April 10, 1836, she learned 
that he was affianced to the daughter of a wealthy mer- 
chant. She wrote to Robinson demanding that he visit 
her the next night or suffer her vengeance. He obeyed 
her order and was met at the door by the famous 
beauty. She threw her arms about him, wept and

About 2 A. M., Marie Stevens, an inmate of the 
house, heard the noise of a fall in Helen Jewett’s room, 
and saw a figure draped in a long Spanish cloak, such 
as Robinson wore, pass through the hall and downa 
back stairway. An hour later Mrs. Townsend, the 
housekeeper, was attracted by a smell of smoke, and 
found the body of Helen Jewett on her regally splendid 
couch being consumed by flames that licked up the 
rare laces and flimsy decorations.

It is a matter of no concern to the tenants of the big 
building at Nos, 517 to 521 Broadway, for instance, that 
on its site Poe’s “Marie Roget’? coquetted with the 
swells and fashionable young men about town of the 
early forties and wove the web that ended in her tragic 
death, the mystery of which is still unsolved. It isn’t 
likely that one of the tenants knows that here reigned 
the “Pretty Cigar Girl,” crowned queen of beauty in | 
New York. 

Nor is it probable any one who passes down narrow 
Thomas street, with its frowning cliffs of iron and 
stone, realizes that nextto the corner of busy Broad- 
way once stood a dwelling, palatial for its time, known 
as the “Palais de la Duchesse,’’ where the first great 
mysterious murder of New York was committed. And 
a big warehouse of lofts and subcellars at No. 31 Bond 
street. Just off Broadway, gives no suggestion of the 
handsome home of brick and white marble which once 
was the most observed building in all New York. 
Ilere was the Burdell house, scene of the “Bond street 
murder,” that engaged the attention of the world. 
Equally innocent of suggestion is the massive iron 
building at No. 12 West Twenty-third street, in the 
heart of the shopping district; yet on its site was the 
mansion of Benjamin Nathan, wealthy stock broker, 
and there he was slain. His murderer never has been 
discovered, nor has a single clue been unearthed, 
though the reward of $47,000 offered for the production 
of the guilty person or of evidence is the largest ever | 
made for a like purpose. 

On fashionable Fifth avenue, diagonally opposite the | 
great palace of tle Vanderbilts, is a big hole in the 
ground, fenced in us part of a plot for sale.

Mary vecillia Rogers was the daughter of Estelle 
Rogers, who kept a boarding house on Nassau street, 
chiefly tenanted by clerks. She was of remarkable 
beauty and of graceful carriage.

Anderson, the tobacconist, in 1840, selected her to be- 
come the attraction of his new store in the St. Nicholas 
Hotel, at what is now No. 519 Broadway. Anderson 
was shrewd. The St. Nicholas was the Waldorf-Astoria

which came from New York, together with six rough- 
looking men, to whom she showed no aversion. An- 
other boat from New York, the writer said, landed two 
well-iressed men, who inquired of two others if they 
had seen the girl with the six men. They said they 
had, and that she was laughing with her companions, 
The strangers departed in their boat, rowing across the 
river, The two men thus accosted were found, and 
said they knew Mary Rogers and were positive of her 
identity. 

Later a stage driver named Adams said he had seen 
the “Pretty Cigar Girl” land at the ferry with a “tail, 
dark, soldierly looking man,’ and the pair went to 
Nick Mullen’s roadhouse, on Elysian Fields. Mrs, 
Loss, housekeeper at the roadhouse, confirmed this 
and added that the pair had taken refreshments and 
then gone into the woods nearby, walking toward 
Weehawken. She had heard a scream from that direc- 
tion, but paid no attention to it, as such things were 
common among holiday-making young folk. Mrs, 
Loss’s children, while playing in a thicket some weeks 
later, came upon clothing marked with “M. R.”’ which 
was identified as the property of Mary Rogers. A 
trail led from the place down to the river bank, show- 
ing where her body had been dragged. 

The identity of.the “tall, dark man” never was 
established. Paynne committed suicide two weeks 
after the murder. The St. Nicholas Hotel and its cigar 
Where they stood is a big 
mercantile building. 

Few houses remain in this city of the type that once 
lined Bond street on both sides from Broadway to the 
Bowery. They were uniform, of three stories, with 
basement and attic, and built of red brick with white 
marble trimmings. Just such houses are typical of 
Philadelphia aristocratic sections to-day. It was in one 
of these— No, 31—that the notorious “Bond street mur- 
der’’ occurred on Jan 30, 1857, This tragedy is remark- 
able for its mystery and in the fact that the first 
attempt ever made in this city to foist a fictitions baby 
upon the authorities was an outcome of the murder. 

At10o0’clock on the night mentioned a resident of 
the house opposite No. 31 Bond street heard acry of 
**Murder!’”’ He opened the door, listened, heard no 
more, and retired. No other clue to the crime is 
known. In No. 31 Bond street lived Dr. Harvey Bur- 
dell,a wealthy, eccentric dentist; a man of violent 
temper and of few friends, but with a large acquaint- 
ance among persons of questionable character. Some 
of these later shared the house with him as tenants, 
He kept one servant, a girl who was ignorant, yeta 
linguist. 

On May 1 preceding the tragedy a Mrs, Cunningham 
and her two handsome daughters, Helen and Augusta, 
took possession of the house, Dr. Burdell continuing to 
occupy part of it. With the widow Cunningham came 
Jobn J. Eckel, her alleged sweetheart; one Snodgrass, 
18 years old, attentive to the daugh- 
ters; Daniel Ulmanand Hannah 
Conlan, the last named a cook, 
Mrs. Cunningham accepted atten- 
tions from Dr. Burdell, and many 
rows occurred between him and 
Eckel in consequence. 

Dr. Burdell apparently grew 


end of the year ordered Mrs. Cun- 
ningham to vacate the house with 
hertrain. A quarrel followed. A 
few days later a prospective tenant 
looked over the premises. When 
Hannah Conlan told Mrs. Cun- 
ningham of it, the latter said: 

“She'll take possession May 1, 
eh? Maybe he won’t live to sign 
the papers,”’ 

This remark was made on the 
night of Jan. 30, the night when 
the cry of “Murder !’’ was heard 
and unheeded, 

At 8 o’clock on the following 
morning, a boy carrying coal to 
Dr. Burdell’s room found the doc- 
tor’s body on the floor. The place 
was gory as a shambles, not even 
the ceiling having escaped the 
stains of the victim’s life blood. 
Through the house ran trails of 
blood—to the hall door, the base- 
ment, the walls of rooms on upper 
floors, and even to the steps lead- 
ing to the roof scuttle. On the 
body were fifteen stab wounds, 
which bad been inflicted with a 
long, s'ender dagger. A cord about 
the neck made it appear as if an 
attempt at strangulatién also had 
been made. The place presented 
every evidence of a terrific struggle. 
Shattered to frag- 
ments, heavier furniture smashed 
and bruised and bric-a-brac strewn 
in fragments. 

The frightened boy carried the 
alarm to the basement, where the 
Cunningham menage sat at break- 
fast. All received the news with 
unconcern except Mrs. Cunning- 
bam, who fell into hysterics. A 
coroner’s jury determined that the assassin was a left- 
handed person. Mrs. Cunningham was left-handed. 
The against the man 
was dismissed and the woman was tried for murder. 
Hall, then district attorney, used all his 
skill for conviction, but failed to establish more than a 
motive. The jury acquitted her, 

Mrs. Cunningham immediately returned to the 
house of slaughter and within a few days made a claim

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of dower, producing a certificate that she had beer 
married October 28, 1856, to Dr. Burdell by the Rev. Dr 
Marvine. The clergyman asserted that he had per 
formed a marriage, but could not identify Dr. Burde! 
asthe husband. Mrs. Cunningham then went further 
in her efforts to establish her rights asa widow. Sh« 
engaged a Dr. Uh! for $1,000 to procure an infant for 
her which she would declare was the child of the vic 

tim and herself. Dr. Uhl promptly informed th: 
District Attorney and Mr. Hall entered into the plot 
himself procuring the child. Mrs. Cunningham an 
nounced the birth, only to be arrested with the evidence 
strongly established against her. She was afterward 
released and went to California. Eckel died in the 
Albany penitentiary, where he was sent for complicity 
in whisky frauds, 

In the heyday of his career, on Jan. 6, 1872, James 
Fisk, Jr.,the man who had made and unmade rail- 
roads and railroad men, was shot to death on the main 
stairway of the Grand Central Hotel, then owned by 
him, and now called the Broadway Central, opposite 
Bond street, on Broadway. Fisk’s bitter enemy in 
business and in private life, Edward 8. Stokes, was his 
slayer. Into these two lives had come more than the 
animosity engendered from the rivalry of business 
interests. There was a woman—a handsome, dashing 
and bold woman, Josie Mansfield—who boasted that 
the “Erie Prince” was siave to her caprice. Whom 
she wanted ruined was marked for destruction; whom 
she chose to protect needed no surer safeguard. She 
was interested in protecting Stokes—perhaps. The real 
state of affairs has never been told. 

At any rate what Josie Mansfield had told Stokes, or 
caused him to hear, for reasons best known to her, led 
to an invitation that was received by Jim Fisk during 
a meeting of stockholders in the Grand Opera House, 
which he then owned. The invitation was for a ren- 
dezvous that afternoon at the Grand Central. Fisk 
went gayly up the staircase of the hotel to meet the 
Mansfield woman. Instead, he was confronted by 
Stokes. There was a flash and a report, and Fisk 
dropped with a bullet in his abdomen. He arose and 
was shot again, in the left arm. Athird shot went 
wild, and then a fleeing man dashed for the back door 
on Mercer street. 

Fisk died the next day. Stokes was tried, convicted, 
sentenced to death, appealed, sentenced again, again 
appealed and at last was convicted of manslaughter 
in the third degree and sent to Sing Sing for four years, 
Josie Mansfield disappeared and lived out her life asa 
recluse in Paris, 

Until a year ago there stood on the northeast corner 
of Fifty-second street and Fifth avenue as fine a brown- 
stone mansion as any of its neighbors on that side of 
the thoroughfare, and dignified enough to hold place 
among the palaces of the Vanderbilts opposite. This 
in 1878 was the magnificent home of Mme, Restell, who 
was credited with having a fortune of $3,000,000, made 
through criminal practices. She held secrets— secrets 
she knew well how to realize on—that would have 
shaken society from top to bottom if ever divulged. 
Hers was a practice among she elite alone. Her estab- 
lishment welcomed only those to the manner born— 
those to whom a dwelling on Fifth avenue was not 
novel. But one day there came exposure. A raid was 
made on the palace and evidence was discovered that 
led to the woman’s arrest for criminal practices. 

She was indicted and was released on bail. Her case 
was called for trial on the morning of April 8, 1878. 
As the clerk was calling her name newspaper extras 
were sold beneath the window telling of the suicide of 
the accused, Her body, it was said, had been found in 
the marble bathtub at her palace. She had died as did 
Murat. The body was buried, the indictment was 
quashed and the Restell estate passed to the heirs. But 
twelve years afterward, a story was current to the effect 
that Mme. Restell was seen in the flesh in Paris, and 
that the body buried for hers was one of her victims, 

At No, 12 West Twenty-third street stands a tall iron 
building. Onthe nigbt of July 28, 1870, there stood in 
its place the stately brownstone mansion where Benja-

THE JOCKEY 


Who Rode The Picket to Victory in 
the Brooklyn Handicap. 


How The Picket beat Irish Lad, Proper, McChesney 
and the migbty Hermisin the Brooklyn Handicap is 
an old story, but the record of the horse and the fame 
of the tiny little lad who rode him to victory will long 
endure in the pages of turf history. 

Jockey Helgesen, the youthful hero, was brought 
East by Captain 8. 8. Brown, of Pittsburg, who thereby 
placed the turf of this part of the world under renewed 
obligations to him. This boy has few equals in the

saddle. Heis quick and intelligent at the post. He 
understands horses. He is a fine Judge of pace, and 
can place a mount with the best of them. Asa finisher 
there are few who can equal him. 

Helgesen’s success on this particular occasion was 
more commendable for the reason that he had opposed 
to him Irish Lad, the grandest race horse in America 
to-day, and on his back, Willie Shaw, who has no 
superior as a race rider in the world. And what a duel 
it was, that this quartette of celebrities engaged in. 

From the moment the flag fell and the field of sixteen 
splendid thoroughbreds were sent on their journey 
until a few feet from the end of the route Irish Lad 
held his position as pacemaker. Just as the turn was 
made into the home stretch Irish Lad, going like an 
express train, went a trifle wide. That permitted Hel- 
gesen and The Picket to come up on the inside and 
gave to him his chance of victory. 

For that one mistake Shaw, who had the mount on 
the favorite, was blamed by some of those who were 
chagrined at the loss of wagers. Had Irish Lad lasted 
just long enough to land the prize those who made com- 
plaint would have declared that this was a blameless 
bit of jockeyship. It was a frown of fortune that cost 
the race to Trish Lad. A trifle more solid footing at 
that last turn and he could have saved enough ground 
That having been done 
Helgesen would have had to come up on the outside, 
and he could not have done that and caught the 
leader. It may be admitted, too, that a stout arm and 
a whip might have broughtto Irish Lad enough energy 
to have stalled off Helgesen’s rush on The Picket. But 
no boy who carries a whip could have got so much 
good work out of Irish Lad in the earlier stages of the 
race as did Shaw. 

Those who saw little Helgesen drive The Picket to 
the front will admit the truth of the assertion regarding 
his powers as a great finisher. With his left hand he 
held his horse’s head up and straight. Trish Lad was 
80 close to him that he could not well wield the whip. 
Another boy might have attempted to change whip 
hands and by so doing would have thrown the race 
away. Helgesen reached far behind and the whip was 
brought down again and again upon The Picket’s back. 
The punishment was felt and the race waswon. <A 
single blow such as were showered upon the winner, 
had it fallen upon the silken coat of Irish Lad, would 
have changed the result of the race.
